Kiwanis Clu 
Notes 

“Russia will not go to war with 
the western democracies because 
she is not strong enough due to 
wounds suffered in the conflict 
with Germany,” said John D. 
Shiraef, speaker at the Kiwanis 
Club of Grayling’s regular weekly 
‘meeting held at the Michelson Me- 
morial Church Monday evening. 

The speaker was introduced by 
Frank Bond Mr. Shiraef had 
spoken at the school earlier in the 
day. He had plenty of back- 
ground for his statement in that 
he has made four trips to Russia 
arriving home from the latest one 
in March of this year. Besides 
his travels to Russia and other 
European countries, he has visited 
all 48 states, spent four years in 
the Army with active service in 
the Southwest Pacific. 

He traced the history of Russia 
shortly before the Karensky Revo- 
lution up to the present fimé and 
told the reasons for the various 
shifts of power among the Russian 
revolutionists. 

Mr. Shiraef described life on the 
commune farms of Russia and how 
the produce was marketed, how 
the workers received their pay and 
other pertinent faets : 

e@ jolted the majority of the 
club members when he said that 
85 to 90 per cent of the food sent 
to the starving European countries 
was actually sold to the people by 
the. government in each country. 
He stated that about the only food 
distributed free was that handled 
hy the American Red Cross or the 
Quaker Friend Society. 

In a question and answer period 
that followed, he told club mem- 
bers they should write their - 
gressmen more often and said that 
a trully sincere letter was wel- 
comed and at once recognized. 

Mr. Shiraef, who himself is 
from White Russian stock, said the 
reason the Soviet Government is 
blocking most every move made in 
the United Nations is to gain pres- 
tige in the Oriental countries 
where the radio nd newspaper 
publicity on the vetos will make 
Russia appear big and powerful 
by so easily stopping Britain and 
the United States. It is just a case 
of Stalin keeping “a good face’ 
for India and China, he said. 

He also deplored the conditions 
of labor in the down trodden coun- 
tries of Europe, where a 30 and 35 
hour work week is now used All 
goods are scarce and America must 
dig into her already depleted re- 
sources just because the Euro- 
peans are unwilling to work 40 to 
es peune each week, he told the 
club.
